Department Informed. 
A dispatch received at the war depart- 
ment from General Otis informed the offi- 
cials of the capture of. lioilo by the in- 


surgents. 

It appears that the American forces was 
dispatched there, arrived too late, and that 
the insurgents had added to the ditficulty 
of the problem already presented by hoist- 
ing their flag over the city which they have 
been besieging for months. 

The news was contained in the following 
message from General Otis: 

Manila, December i898.—Adjutan’ 
General, Washimgton: Sent Colone! 
Potter on fast vessel to Lloiio on De- 
cember 24th to communicate with tie 
Spanish general, Rios; latter evacuat- 
ed evening of 24th, and Potter thirty- 
nine hours late; insurgents took pos- 
session of city on 26th, and Potter 
found Aguinaldo’s flag flying. Cannot 
now report probable result: will not 
hear from there for four days, as no 
cable communication. Spanish forces 
have evacuated al] stations in southern 
islands, except Zamboanga, Mindanao, 
by orders, as they say, from Madrid.

The evacuation by thhe Spaniards of ail 
the Philippine posts, as reported by Gen- 
eral Otis, although doubtless inspired by 
a desire to secure their safety by concen- 
tration, undoubtedly has done much to 
complicate the problem already presented 
to the war department of extending tthe 
military jurisdiction over the islands. 

It will now be necessary to expedite the 
execution of the origina] plans, and it may 
be fully expected that within a week im- 
portant events will have happened in the 
Philippines. It is presumed taoat Genera] 
Otis will demand the surrender of Ilollo 
into his hands,-and this demand may at 
once raise the issue between the insur- 
gents and our own government of posses- 
sion of the islands. 

The province of lloilo is set down in the 
official directory as thhaving a population 
of 472,000, and it is the twenty-second sea- 
port in importance in the Philippine group. 
it is located on a river navigable for ves- 
sels of fifteen feet draught, so that very 
few of our gunboats would be availabe 
to assist the troops in case it should be 
necessary to take forcible possession of 
the city. 

The Spaniards have chosen a strong place 
for the concentration of their troops in 
the town of Zamboanga, which, as the re- 
ports indicate here, is strongly fortified 
and possessed of considerable natural 
strength from a defensive pwuint cf view. 

lt is not believed tthat they Will be able 
to maintain themselves for an indefinite 
period against the insurgents, 
that they are not cut off from obtaining 
supplies from the sea. The town itself 
has a population of 21,300 inhabitants.

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FIRE CAUSES A HEAVY LOSS. 


SEMET-SOLWAY COMPANY’S BI- 
PRODUCT PLANT GUTTED. 
Loss May Reach $250,000—Wiilliam 
Ost, a Gas Fitter, Died in 
the Flames. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 28.—The loss 
from the fire which gutted the Semet-Sol- 
val Company's bi-product plant at Ensley 


’ City at an early hour this morning is esti- 


mated all the way from $100,000 to $250,000. 
[t is impossible yet to teli the exact loss 
in the absence of knowledge as to the ex- 
tent of the damage done to the machinery 
of the plant. 

One man lost his life by the flre—William 
Ost, a gas fitter, who was last seen on one 
of the higlf ‘Tresfles near the gas vats. It 
is supposed he fel! off into the vats and 
was cremated, as the trestle burned behind 
him and it was impossible for him to es- 
cape. He was trying to connect the water 
hose on the trestle at the time he lost ‘his 
life. As soon as the debris cools sufficiently 


it is thought his remains will be found. 


| Another workman was slightly burned. The 


plant was tho largest concern of the kind 
in the south. The owners reside in Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. The plant was completed last 
Summer at a cost of over $500,000 and had 
been in operation but a short time. It pro- 
duced coke, gas, ammonia, tar and other 
products, another was to be used for heat- 
ing various industries at Enley. 

The fire was discovered about 1 o'clock 
and spread rapidly. The main building and 
chemical works were first destroyed.

The address 
was written in a feminine hand disguised 


‘to eause the impression that the writing 


was done by a man. 

The package had been mailed at the gen- 
eral delivery office down town. In the 
wrapper of manila paper was a_paste- 
board box marked ‘'Tiffany;’’ in the box 
the usual cotton packing, and in the cen- 
ter wrapper, in white tissue paper, a vial 
holder of polished silver. On the bottom 
of the holder is marked “sterling silver 
No, &14.?’ 

The receiving cylinder of the holder was 
a l0-cent vial of bromo seltzer. The bot- 
tle Was unsealed and packed down hard 
on a level with the neck of the bottle, an 
unusual thing with vials of bromo seltzer. 
The vital, with its contents, were placed in 
Cornish’s room. There it rested until 
morning. 

While breakfast was being prepared this 
morning Mrs. Adams complained of a se- 
vere headache, Mrs. Rogers then men- 
tioned the bottle of bromo seltzer that Cor- 
nish had in his room. Cornish went to his 
room and got the viai of supposed bromo 
Seltzer. He poured out a small quantity 
in a spoon and mixed it with water. 
Laughingly, Mrs. Adams took the mixture. 
Cornish also tock some of the mixture. 

Suddenly ull Were attracted by 
screams of Mrs. Adams calling for her 
daughter. Mrs. Rogers rushed into the 
bathroom and found her mother writhing 
in pain on the floor and gasping for breath. 
Cornish himself grew ill. He immediately 
sent the hali boy for a doctor and Dr. E. EB. 
Hitchcock was brought in. 

‘The doctor saw that the woman had some 
violent poison and gave her nitro-glycerine 
fo stimulate the ‘heart's action. He applied 
other remedies and gave a powerful anti- 
dote to Cornish. Dr. Hitchcock tasted the 
poison, which he said was evidently cyanide 
Of potassium. He began to feel the effects 
of the poison and Dr. E. §S. Potter was 
sent for. Before he arrived Mrs. Adams 
Was dead. Dr. Potter gave it as his opin- 
ion that the polson was cyanide of potas- 
slum. 

Mr. Cornish went to Assistant District 
Attorney McIntyre's office and told the in- 
cidents connected with the tragic death of 
Mrs. Adams. At the advice of the assist- 
ant district attorney three détectives were 
placed in the hallway of the house. No 
one was allowed to go up to the apart- 
mepts of the Rogers’s without permsision 
from the district attorney’s office. 

Coroner’s Physician Weston called at the 
house tonight. Ho took the vial ‘holder and 
bottles of poison. He also took the wrap- 
per containing the address. After careful 
examination of the contents of the bottie, 
me said it was his opinion that the contents 
Was cyanide of potassium, although he 
could not say for a certainty. He was 
sure that this is what caused Mrs. Adams‘s 
death, and that it was murder—murder., 
cold blooded and premeditated. He was of 
the opinion that the victim intended was 
Cornish. 

He stated that the granules of the hbromo- 
seltzer were coarser and that the drug in 
the vial was of brighter crystals and very 
fine. He said he would perform an au- 
topsy on the body of Mrs. Adams tomor- 
row. He had had no talk with Cornish. 
but had consulted with Assistant District 
Attorney McIntyre. 

Cornish disappeared soon after visiting 
the assistant district attorney's office and 
could not be found anywhere. His divorced 
wife lives in Boston.

Day Was One of Most Interesting of the 
Entire Trial,

ATTORNEY KNIGHT FOR THE DEFENSE 
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Both Made Eloquent Addresses and 
Mr. Knight Closed with a Bril- 
liant Pcroration. 


San Francisco, December 28.—This was 
the, most interesting day in the Botkin case 
since the trial of the woman for the murder 
of Mrs. Dunning commenced. Attorney 
General White, of Delaware, opened for 
the prosecution. He addressed the jury 
quietly and proceeded to review the testi- 
mony brought out during the trial. 

Mr. White dwelt upon the awfulness of 
the crime and the unsuspecting, defenseless 
condition of the victims. As he concluded 
Mrs. Botkin leaned her head on her arms 
and seemed to be greatly affected. 

At the afternoon session Attorney George 
Knight made the argument for the defense. 
Mr. Knight's reputation as an orator and 
ability as a criminal lawyer attracted an 
enormous crowd to the courtroom. Mr. 
Knight endeavored to convince the jury 
of the weakness of the prosecution's case. 
and the lack of motive for the committing 
of such a crime by Mrs. Botkin. 

Mr. Knight urged the jury not to be in- 
fluenced by the outcry caused by the re- 
cent acquittal of Walter Rosser, tthe Ten- 
nessee soldier who murdered an inoffensive 
citizen of San Francisco, and referred to 
the Maybrick and Dreyfus cases ag in- 
Stances of suffering of innocent people be- 
cause of public opinion. 

Mr. Knight attacked and denounced many 
of the witnesses. He contended that. the 
prosecution had failed to show a motive on 
Mrs. Botkin’s part for the commission of 
the crime. It ‘had been shown during the 
trial that Mrs. Botkin had persistently re- 
fused to allow her hushand to procure a 
divorce, and this showed that she had no 
desire to marry Mr. Dunning. 

Mr. Knight closed with a brilliant perora- 
tion, in which he described Mrs. Botkin 
as an innocent, persecuted woman, and he 
urged the jury to acquit her of the horri- 
ble suspicion that had rested on her 
through the machinations of the police.

President Has Not Yet Consented to 
Any Arrangement for Payment 
of Them. 
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Washington, December 28.—Necotiations 
are progressing in the matter of paying the 
Cuban troops, so that in laying down their 
arms they may be enabled to enter upon 
civil pursuits and earn the’r living. 

Probably no further appropriation by con- 
gress will be necessary to en ible the presi- 
dent to carry out the plan if it 
decided, as it probably will be, to pay the 
Cubans part of the money due thhem for 
their service in the Cuban army. 

This debt is not an obligation resting upon 
the United States, but is one for which the 
Cuban government will be obligated on its 
establ'shment on an_ independent basis. 
Pending the establishment of a permanent 
government there is no authority responsi- 
ble for the payment of these soldiers, and 
unless this government advances the money 
ag a loan they will have to go for an in- 
definite period without pay for services al- 
ready rendered in the war for independence.

ADVANCE REPORT 
OF COMMISSION 


Views of Commissioners Concerning Con- 
struction of the Canal. 


ESTIMATES OF THE COST 


Senator Morgan Thinks $100,000,000 
Will Cover Entire Expenses. 


THE DIFFERENT ROUTES PROPOSED 


Commission Has Not Worked Out De- 
tails of Construction of Pro- 
posed Canal. 


Washington, December 28.—Copies of the 
preliminary report of the Nicaragua canal 
commission, of which Admiral Walker is 
chairman, have been furnished to Senator 
Morgan and others interested in the bill 
now pending in congress on that subject. 

The commission has not yet fully worked 
out al] the details of construction of the 
proposed canal, but the report simply pre- 
sents briefly the views of the commission- 
ers as to the feasibility of the work and 
the maximum cost at which it is believed 
the waterway can be constructed. 

Three routes are spoken of, viz: 

The old low level, the high level or Meno- 
cal route and an intermediate route, and 
all of these, Senator Morgan says, the com- 
mission considers feasible of conatruction. 
For the purpose of arriving at an estimate 
of probable maximum cost, the commission 
submitted figures on the low level route, 
which, the senator says, is the longest and 
mast expensive. 

For this route Admiral Walker estimated 
the cost would be $124,000,000: Professor 
Haupt $123,000,000, while General Haines 
added 20 per cent to these figures because 
of various conditions, chiefly the question 
of the cost of labor, which it was imposst- 


ble, he thought, to figure on with. absolute 
definiteness, 


The report, says the senator, shows con- 
clusively that the project is an entirely 


feasible one, and that in its construction 


the government has the choice of any one 
of the three routes. It shows further, Sen- 
ator Morgan stated, the absolute accuracy 
of the survey made by Engineer Menocal 
some years ago. 

The senator believes, however, that all 
these figures are too hgh, and expresses 
the opinion that $100,000,000 will cover the 
entire cost of construction, basing this be- 
lief on what has been done in the case of 
the Manchester, the Kiel and the Chicago 
drainage canals and on the reduced cost 
of material and Jabor today as compared 
with what would have been necessary in 
the earlier discussion of the building of 
the proposed waterway.

FORMER SERGEANT SAYS BEEF 
WAS ALL RIGHT. 


Tells Commission That/Men Who Com- 
plained of Meat Would Com- 


pain of Anything. 


Washington, December 28.—William Hill, 
assistant secretary of the war :nvestigating 
committee and who served in company L, 
District of Columbia volunteers, as first 
sergeant and acting quartermaster sergeant, 
was the only witness before the commission 
today. 

Colonel Denby, who presiled, questioned 
the witness regarding the question of 
canned beef furnished the volunteers. Mr. 
Hill discountenanced the complaints made 
by the men. He said they came from those 
who would complain against anything. 

He said the health of his command was 
excellent at Tampa, and he credited it 
largely to the free use of lemonade. The 
canned beef first furnished the men, he 
said, was lean, dry and hard, lacking nu- 
trition, though later it was considerably 
improved, | 

He believed the canned beef, which he 
expected was canned just after being poil- 
ed, was “‘perfectly fit to eat,’’ though once 
in awhile he would receive a can that was 
spoiled and smelled badly. He knew a 
large lot of spoiled canned beef had been 
found at Tampa before his company sailed 
for Cuba. 

The men seemed to like the canned beef, 
he said, but later became surfeited with 
it. The- refrigerated fresh beef, he said, 
had no evidence of chemical] treatment and 
had a natural appearance. The trouble 
with refrigerated beef, he thought, was 
that the men overfed themselves and ate 
it half cooked. 


GENERAL BATES IN CHARLESTON 


Will Sail with the Sixth Ohio Regi- 
ment for Cuba. 

Charleston, 8. C., December 28.—General 
Bates and his headquarters arrived here 
today. He is to sail from here for Cuba 
on the transport “Minnewaska with the 
Sixth Ohio volunteers. The regiment is 
not expected to arrive in. the city until 
tomorrow morning. The First battalion, 
440 men strong, of the First regular infan- 
try, arrived in the city durimg the day. 
These troops are to embark here for Ha- 
vana on the Ward Line steamer Saratoga. 
The steamer was due here today, but fail- 
ed to put in an appearance. 

A feature of the day was a street parade 
given by the Twelfth regiment under Colo- 
nel Leonard. Flags were flying in all parts 
of the city, and the regiment was heartily 
cheered all along the line of its march,

TO HAVE NAVAL GOVERNMENT. 


Island of Guam Will Be Different from 
Other Possessions. 
Washington, December 28.—The island of 
Guam will probably be different from the 
other colonial possessions or dependencies 
of the United States in having a naval in- 

etead of a military government. 

The reason is that the sole reason for the 
selection and requirement of the island was 
to obtain a conveniently located naval 
station for our warships, and that being 
the case, the navy should have exclusive 
control. 

The command will be of importance, for 
the island has a population of more than 
8,000 people, and so far from these being 
barbarians about 1,400 of them are of Eu- 
ropean extraction.

Cattle King Clark Turns Assets Over 
to His Creditors. 

Kansas City, Mo., December 28.~—A special 
from Milan, Mo., says much excitement 
prevails in that city over the failure of 
Walter M. Clark, a Sullivan county cattle 
king. Although his failure had been ex- 
pected for nearly nine years, the crisis 
has served as a shock to the whole coun- 


try. 

The records of the county show unsatis- 
fied over $83,000 of mortgages on cattle 
alone, while deeds of trust on his big farms 
and individual indebtedness will swell the 
total to over $200,000.

General Brooke Will Do All in His Power 
To Disband.-It. 


DISTURBANCES IN HAVANA 


Spaniard Cried “Viva Espana’ and 
Was Stabbed to Death.

Havana, December 28.—The patrol of 
American troops made thirty arrests for 
misdemeanors last night and turned the 
culprits over to the civil authorities.

Weekly Crop Bulletins Will Soon Be 
Issued from All Provinces of 
Porto Rico.

Washington, December 28.—Today Secre- 
tary Wilson directed Chief Moore, of the 
weather bureau, to move the headquarters 
of the present West Indian storm warn- 
ing service from Kingston to Havana, to 
establish complete meteorological stations 
at Cienfuegos and Port au Principe, and 
as rapidly as possible to extend the cli- 
mate and crop service of the weather bu- 
reau Over the island, so that within a pe- 
riod of probably less than two months our 
people will be fully informed as to the 
condition of everything meteorological and 
agricultural in the various portions of the 
is.and, and as to the progress of the re- 
habilitation of the industries which, dur- 
ing the recent strife, were suspended or 
completely annihilated. 

Active prepurations are today being made 
at the chief offlee of the weather bureau 
to ship within a few days the most im- 
Proved meteorological instruments and ap- 
pliances to the new stations. 

The weather bureau system of quickly 
gathering crop and méteorological reports 
is now so completely extendeq over Porto 
Rico that it is expected that by the first 
week in January a full crop report, show- 
ing the condition of crops in all of the 
provinces of Porto Rico will be pubtished 
for the benefit of the people of the United 
States, and that this report will continue 
weekly thereafter. 

Full information as to the character of 
the products of the soil and as to the 
Weekly progress of these products will 
doubtless be interesting reading to Amer- 
ieans during the coming winter months,

The Department Sends Out Suggestions

WANT A HOSPITAL IN JAPAN. 


ONE IS RECOMMENDED FOR SOL- 
DIERS IN roILiPPINEs. 


Sick in United States Are Doing Well 
and Several Hospitals Are 
Aban‘coned. 


Washington, December 28.—Tihe secretary 
of war has received a recommendation 
from Surgeon General Sternberg for the es- 
tablishment of an army sanitarium at Na- 
gasaki, Japan, for tthe use of the United 
States troops at Manila. 

The recommendation has not yet been 
approved, but it is looked upon with much 
favor owing to the desirability of having 
such a sanitarium well away from the Phil- 
ippines and from any possible epidemics 
which may arise there. It wouid require 
the consent of the Japanese government, 
but little doubt exists that this would be 
given. The climate in this Japanese local- 
ity is very salubrious and bracing and is 
in every way better than that about Manila, 
particularly for the sick and convalescing. 

The condition of the sick troops in this 
country is quite favorable, according to 
reports received by the surgeon general; 
so much so that the hospitals at Lexington 
and Knoxville have been abandoned. The 
convalescents at Knoxville are now being 
carried to the general hospital at Fort 
MePherson. 

The hospital train has gone to Savannah 
to bring 150 sick from the division hospital 
there to Fort McPherson, so that the divi- 
sion hospital will be free to go to Havana 
without incumbrance. The hospital ship 
Missouri is now on its way from Havana 
to Savannah to carry the division hospital 
to the island.

A Number of Army Posts Will Be 
Practically Abandoned, 


FORT MPPHERSON 1S ONE 


But the Withdrawal of Treeps from There 
Will Be Temporary. 


PERPLERITY AT THE WAR DEPARTMENT 


Until an Army Bill Is Passed Plans 
Cannot Be Formed—Savannah 
People Ask for More Troops 
To Take Place of Sev- 
enth Corps. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 28.—(Special.)— 
There is talk in army circles of the proba- 
ble temporary aLandonment of a number of 
the Interior army posts, or what amounts 
to the same thing, the reduction of the 
garrisons to the minimum. While no defi- 
nite steps toward this end have been taken, 
it is recognized that this will probably .ome 
in the natural order of things, while so 
large a portion of the army is needed in the 
islands, which are temporarily or perMmdae 
nently, as the case may be, under the con- 
trol of this government. The plan under 
consideration contemplates the reduction of 
the forces at all interior posts, save a few 
in the Indian country, to the minimum, and 
in some cases this will result in the prac- 
tical] abandonment of the posts; but so far 
as the principal forts are concerned, this 
will be only temporary. Fort McPherson 
is in the latter class. [Jt has not been con- 
templated to abandon the Atlanta post per- 
manently, though it is probable that the 
force there will for some time be pretty 
emall. 

Things are in a somewhat uncertain state 
about the war department.these days. 
Just what army bill will pass congress is 
not known and until that is known the de- 
partment is necessarily more or less at 
sea as to future plans. On the one side is 
this uncertainty, and on the other the de- 
partment is met by the importunities of 
politicians trying to get volunteer regiments 
mustered out of service. Until it is deter- 
mined what size army is to be retained, the 
department officials are necessarily some- 
what at sea. 

The Savannah people are making strong 
efforts to secure other troops to take the 
place of the Seventh corps. Congressman 
Lester saw the president and secretary of 
war about the matter today, but it is not 
probable that any other troops will Le sent 
there for the present.

Rumor Among the Soldiers in Camp 
at Macon. 


SOME OF THE FIRST CORPS WILL REMAIN 


The War bisastinad t Thinks White 
Troops Are Needed To Keep the 
Negro Soldiers in Check. 


) Rureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 28.—Information has 
been received in Macon from Raleigh, N. 
C., that a former well-known young man, 
“Tip’ T. ‘Thomas, has been sentenced to 
imprisonment at hard labor in the North 
Carolina state penitentiary for a period of 
five years on the charge of safe blowing. 
The defendant has a mumber. of acquain- 
tances in Macon. He has been away from 
Macon s2veral years and seems to have 
traveled all over the country. A _ short 
time ago the postoffice at Aberdeen, N. C., 
was broken into and the safe blown. Three 
holes were driiled into it. There were two 
explosions. The safe having been opened 
the burglars carried off all the money, 
stamps and registered letters, about $40) in 
postage stamps and $265 in money. ‘Thomas 
and two pals, named Harry Wight and 
Charles A. Miller, were subsequently ar- 
rested on the charge of robbing the safe at 
Aberdeen, and were placed in prison, Thom- 
as went by the name of Joseph E. Reid, 
alias T. T. Thomas, alias ‘‘Tip’’ Thomas. 
alias ‘Macon Tip.”” White in jail awaiting 
trial ‘‘Tip’’ Thomas wrote one or two let- 
ters to young men in Macon who were his 
acquaintances when he lived here. At the 
trial of the case a day or two since Reid, 
alias Thomas, and Wright entered a plea 
of guilty and were sentenced to the penl- 
tentiary for five years each. A nol pros 
was entered as to Miller, but he was im- 
mediately rearrested on the charge of rob- 
bery of the postoftice at Murfreesboro, N. 
Cc. It seems that Thomas and his pals have 
been engaged for some time systematic- 
ally blowing safes. The United States offi- 
cers and postoffice inspectors in North Car- 
olina say that Reid, alias ‘‘Macon Tip” 
Thomas, is an old pal of Joe Jones, alias 
Joe Brooks, alias Charles H. Brooks, é6tc., 
the father of safe blowers, who, with his 
pals, have operated very successfully in 
Virginia and North Carolina. Jones is now 
serving a term in the North Carolina state 
penitentiary, ‘‘Tip’’ Thomas is a brother of 
Jake Thomas, who was charged with steal- 
ing a typewriter from the waiting room of 
the Kimball house several years ago, and 
the typewriter was afterwards found in 
Macon and the number on it changed. Later 
Jake Thomas was charged with robbing a 
hotel in Griffin. He was arrested and taken 
to Griffin, but effected his escape.

A Well Defined Rumor. 

There is a well defined rumor afloat that 
seems to have a pretty substantial founda- 
tion, judging from remarks made by cer- 
tain officers, that all the troops of the 
First army corps will not go to Cuba. It 
is belfeved that other regiments besides 
the two colored ones will be ordered mus- 
tered out before orders to go to the islands 
are received. When it was learned that 
the Sixth Virginia and Third North Caro- 
lina were to be mustered out before they 
left Macon it was supposed by many that 
they would be the last regiments to leave 
here, and in view of the lawless nature 
they have displayed recently, there was 
considerable protest to this.

MR. MORRILL'S SUCESSOR. 


ALLISON MAY BE CHAIRMAN OF 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


There Is Considerable Discussion Over 
the Matter and Several Changes 
Will Soon Occur. 


Washington, December 28—There is much 
speculation as to what senator will suc- 
ceed Senator Morrill as chairman of the 
senate committee on finance. The commit- 
tee is generally considered as in some re- 
spects the most impurtant in the senate. 
It certainly is so at times when financial 
or tariff legislation is under consideration. 

Senator Allison, who is now chairman of 
the appropristion committee, thas since 
Senator Sherman's retirement stood next 
to Senator Morrill on the finance commilt- 
tee, and under the unwritten rules of 
the senate, he would succeed to the chair- 
manship if he should desire to do so, and 
the best opinion obtainable is that he will 
so decide. 

In order to take this place he would have 
to surrender his chairmanship of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, but in view of 
the probable changes in the senate commit- 
tees he would not relinquish such an im- 
portant place as he would under other cir- 
cumstances. 

Senator Allison declines to discuss the 
probabilities, saving that he has not had 
time to give attention to the matter. If he 
accepts this chairmanship, Senator Hale 
will succeed ‘him as chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, and he will in 
turn be suceeeded by Senator Perkins as 
chairman of the naval committee. If Sen- 
ator Allison should decline the chairman- 
ship of the finance committee, that place 
wculd then fall to Senator Aldrich, who 
would in turn be succeeded as dhairman of 
the committee on rules by Senator Spooner. 

There appears to be very little doubt 
that the rules of the senate will be changed 
very soon after the reassembling of the 
senate so as to take the majority of the 
appropriation bills from the committee on 
appropriatiins and bute them among 
the other committees. 

Members of the appropriations commit- 
tee themselves express the epinion§ that 
this ehange will be made. If it is made, 
it will to an extent diminish the importance 
of the appropriations committee, and the 
probability of the change is likely to have 
no little influence in determining Senator 
Allison’s disposition toward changing com- 
mittees. 

Senator Chandler will succeed to Senator 
Morrill’s desk in the senate. It is in the 
front row and the position is quite advan- 
tageous.,

The funeral ceremony will be held in the 
senate chamber on Saturday at 12 o'clock 
noon. Until then the body will remain at 
the family residence on Massachusetts ave- 
nue and will be brought to the capitol early 
Saturday morning. The services at the sen- 
ate will be conducted by Rev. E. Bradford 
Leavitt, of All Souls’ Unitarian church, 
where Senator Morrill was an attendant 
for a number of years, assisted by Rev. 
Dr. Milburn, the blind chaplain of the sen- 
ate. 

The remains will be taken to the family 
home at Strafford, Vt., for burial alongside 
the remains of Mrs. Morrill, although they 
will probably be entombed here for a time 
until the family mausoleum now under con- 
struction is completed. 

At the family residence of the deceased 
there were many evidences of affectionate 
regard during the day. Senators and rep- 
resentatives who had served alongside the 
venerable statesman for years called to 
pay their tribute of respect. 

Besides the personal callers, messages of 
condolence came by telegraph from all 
parts of the country. The telegrams re- 
ported all sections, coming from California, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, the south and 
west and all parts of New England. The 
ceremony in the senate chamber will be 
marked by those characteristics of solemn 
dignity usual on such an sion. The 
casket will first be brought to the marble 
room and then, immediately before the 
ceremony, the active pallbearers will bear 
it to the senate chamber, where it will rest 
immediately in front of the presiding offi- 
cer’s desk.

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AUGUSTA COUNCIL’S CLOSE VOTE. 


In the Election of a Police Commis- 
sioner—No Election. 

Augusta, Ga., December 28 .—(Special.)j— 
The city council had a lively contest tonight 
over the office of pollee commissioner. ‘The 
term of Commissioner Gerry Flynn ex- 
Pires with this year. He was a eandidate 
for re-election, and Mr. James B. Walker 
was brought out against-him by the mem- 
bers of council who were opposed to com- 
missioners serving more than a term. Only 
a few months ago council unanimously 
passed an ordinance requesting the legisla- 
ture to pass a bill making police commis- 
sioners in Augusta ineligible for re-election. 
Though the gbil! failed of passage in the 
legislature, this council is on record in favor 
of the one-term policy, and yet half of them 
would not vote against Commissioner Flynn. 
Acting Attorney Davidson gave it his 
leg ) opinion that the ordinance of the city 
council declaring for one term. and in- 
structing the introduction of a bil! in the 
legislature to carry the erdinance into ef- 
fect, was equivalent to declaring the quali- 
fications and barring a commissioner from 
re-election. He held that this was binding 
on council until they repealed it, and Mr. 
Flynn was not eligible. 

On the motion to rescind two members of 
council who were pledged to vote for Flynn 
said if the vote came upon Commissioner 
Flynn's election they would stand by their 
pledges to him and vote for him; but on the 
motion to rescind the ordinance they had 
voted for a few months ago they would 
vote no. The motion to rescind was lost 
and the vote came on the election of J. B. 
Walker. The Flynn supporters voted no, 
and the vote stood 8 to 7, Mayor Walsh 
being sick and absent. The full vote of 
council is sixteen, and it takes a majority 
of the. whole membership, or nine, to elect, 
that Mr. Walker was one short. The 
election goes over now to January, and on 
the 1st five new members of council come 
in. So far as the Walsh and Kerr complex- 
of council goes, this will make no 
change, as two Walsh men are succeeded 
by two others, and three Kerr men are suc- 
ceeded by three others. But there is doubt 
about-how Mr. Clark, the new member in 
the fourth ward, will vote, as some of Mr. 
Walsh's friends took an active part in his 
election, and he is a man who is likely to 
vote for what he belleves the best interest 
of the city, unhampered by political affilia- 
tions.

of the ratification of the treaty nego- 
tiated between Spain and the United 
States, writes to ask us what the det- 
inite policy of the democratic party is 
to be—after ratification. 

We have already, in broad terms, 
given a gevera’ outline of that policy, 
or, to put it another wav, we have giv- 
en strong intimations of the probable 
nature and character of the democratic 
policy. It is almost impossible, where 
sO much depends on what is to be pro- 
posed from the other side, to state def- 
initely what the attitude of the party 
is to be. We know oaly in a vague and 
general way what the republican party 
proposes to do; that is to Say, the coun- 
try has had hints as to what the repub- 
lican leaders desire to do. But even 
these hints are tentative, having been 
put forth to sound public opinion. 

It would be unwise, even if it were 
possible, for the party in opposition to 
formulate a definite policy on new qiues- 
tions until it has means of knowing 
what the party in power proposes to do. 
The republicans have made no formal 
Statement of their policy with respect to 
the new territory acquired under the 
treaty with Spain. Their attitude, so 
far as it is definitely known, is confined 
to a desire to have the treaty ratified. 
This is a very natural desire. and the 
democrats join them in it. Ratifica- 
tion of the treaty will clear the atmos- 
phere and bring all the results of the 
war witbin the scope of congressional 
action. 

While the policy of the democrats can- 
not be definitely formulated while the 
designs of the republicans are in the air. 
nevertheless a castial acquaintance with 
democratic principles and democratic 
traditions will be sufficient to soothe 
the fears of those who are afraid thit 
the party is about to commit itself to a 
series of new experiments in govern- 
ment. But if the paréy has not shed 
its skin for a hundred years. 
taken for granted that there is now no 
danger of that process taking place in 
the face of the new problems which the 
country will have on its hands when 
the peace treaty is ratified. 

There is an old democratic declara- 
tion that should have a soothing effect 
on those who are in doubt. The decla- 
ration of independence, which is from 
the mind and hand of the founcer of the 
democratic party, announces, as an axjo- 
matic truth, that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed. This is the essence of 
democracy, and, it may be taken for 
granted that the democratic party will 
never go beyond its full meaning. Mr. 
McKinley himself, on the 6th be Decem- 
ber, 1887, remarked in his message on 
the Cuban situation: “I speak not of 
forcible annex&tion, for that cannot be 
thought of; that, by our code of moral- 
ity gwould be criminal aggression.” 

What the democrats are trying to dis- 
cover is whether this code of morality 
is applicable to Cuba alone. But it is 
impossible to discuss this phase of the 
question intelligently until we know 
what the republicans propose. The only 
definite knowledge we have, so far, is 
that some of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the republican party—NSenator 
Hoar, Senator Hale, ex-Secretary Bout- 
well, and the whole host of those New 
England republicans who have formed 
an “Anti-Imperialist League,’ are op- 
posed to the ratification of the treaty. 

The democrats, as we have said, may 
very well leave the republicans to fight 
out this qustion of ratification among 
themselves. So far, it seems to be the 
plain duty of the democrats to support 
the ratification of the treaty, so that 
the various questions arising out of the 
war may be brought within the scope 
of congressional action and trea:ment. 

Beyond all question, the country has 

uired responsibilities, as the result of 
the war, which it cannot very well turn 
its back on. It cannot at the present 
moment leave the Philippines to be- 
come the prey of native adventurers or 
of the rapacity of foreign powers. The 
responsibilities which Dewey’s guns 
made for us in that archipelago must 
be recognized. In acquiring from Spain 
sovereignty, over the islands it is not 
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| to be supposed that this government was 
in pursuit of eny selfish interests. It 
is rather a matter to be held in trust for 
the benefit of the inhabitants until such 
moment as these inhabitants desire to 
be annexed, or until this country sees 
its way clear to restore sovereignty to 
the inhabitants of the islands. 

In short, 2s we deal with Cuba so 
will the Philippines be dealt with. As 
it is impossible to predict the develop- 
ments that may arise, it is not easy to 
discuss any hard and fast policy. The 
disposition of the inhabitants of our new- 
ly acquired territory will have to be 
reckoned with in any action that con- 
gress may take in the future. Their de- 
sires will have to be consulted. 

The democratic party has not out- 
grown the constitution, and when the 
matter is sifted, it will be found that 
the people have not outgrown the or- 
ganic law. Time and again they have 
quietly put an end to the various flur- 
ries and whirlwinds of sentiment that 
are bound, time and again, to afflict 
the people of this republic without over- 
coming them. The constitution will 
stand and be operative long after those 
who regard it lightly will have passed 
into Oblivion, and the conservatism of 
our people will hold the republic in the 
path that was mapped out for it by its 
founders. 

In view of these things. it is not at 
all important that the democrats, in 
advance of a republican declaration, 
should attempt to formulate a definitive 
policy with respect to the new questions 
that will shape themselves into issues 
when the treaty is ratified. The pur- 
pose of this policy will be presented in 
a declaratory resolution which will be 
proposed incident to, or immediately af- 
ter, the discussion of the peace ‘treaty. 
This resolution will declare it to be 
the policy of this government to hold 
the Philippines subject to the assurance 
that the inhabitants will be given their 
independence when * they are able to 
maintain a safe and astable government 
and—that we will deal with the Philip- 
pines just as we are pledged to deal 
with Cuba. 

Most of the democrats will support 
this resolution, and many republicans 
Will do likewise. We see no reason 
why, after the ratification of the peace 
treaty, such a resolution should not re- 
ceive the support of the public, irrespec- 
tive of party lines. 
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The Status of Porto Rico. 

The arrival of a delegatisa of distin- 
guished citizens of Porto Rico in this 
country, on a political mission, makes 
prominent the question of what is to be 
done with our new possessions. 

‘The Porto Rican question is somewhat 
different from those connected with the 
other territorial collaterals which our 
government now holds from Spain. 
While Cuba has been merely relin- 
quished by the Spanish government, and 
is temporarily held by the United States 
awaiting efforts at self-government, 
and the Philippines still await the ac- 
tion of congress, the adoption of Porto 
Rico into our territory is already com- 
plete. The movement of the inhabi- 
tants of Porto Rico, therefore, igs not 


only timely upon their part, but affordsy 


an opportunity for the United States to 
make an application of governing new 
territory under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances. The island is large enough 
territorially to support an independent 
community. It has within its limits a 
ponulation but little short of one mil- 
lion. This population is peaceable, in- 
dustrious and law-abiding. Industrial 
and commeicial interests pave not been 
disturbed, and everything is as nearly in 
its normal condition as it is possible to 
be, Among the people of Porto Rico 
is a large proportion of men of influ- 
ence and education, merchants, small 
manufacturers, doctors, lawyers and 
others who can give tone and direction 
to their fellow citizens. Suddently they 
neve found themselves transferred from 
the government of Spain to that of the 
United States, and they naturally ask: 
“What is to be our future?” Having es- 
caped from a colonial condition under 
Spanish rule, they now find themselves 
under martial law with only one will on 
the island—that of a United States major 
general.’ As their incorporation into 
the United States is permanent, they de- 
sire to start right, and not to be held 
indefinitely under military rule. In or- 
der to start right, they seek informa- 
tion as to what their status really is. 

During this formative period in be- 
coming acquainted with United States 
rule. it is fully as important to us ag it 
can be to the people of Porto Rico, that 
they should be started off right, and 
that no mistake savoring of military 
despotism should make them feel that 
they have been merely transferred from 
one tyrant to another. The question 
raised bv the people of Porto Rico is 
really not a new one, because we had 
identically the same to deal with after 
the war with Mexico. In that case, 
much of the territory gained was peo- 
pled by races wholly unacquainted with 
the art of self-government and foreign 
in.their feelings toward the United 
States. Nevertheless, a territorial gov- 
ernment was granted to New Mexico, 
and later to Arizona, and thus for dec- 
ades these people hfve governed them- 
selves according to the principles of the 
United States constitution, without caus- 
ing any friction between the states or 
with the general government. That 
course which was adopted toward the 
people of New Mexico, it would seem/‘to 
us, ig the one to adopt toward the peo- 
ple of Porto Rico. For over twenty- 
five years the people of New Mexico 
have been knocking at the capitol door 
for admission into siatehood, only to 
find out that a territorial government 
does*not always’ mean admission into 
the union of states. Statehood, in other 
words, is a separate and distinct ques- 
tion..to be passed upon from a higher 
standpoint than that from which terri- 
toriality is viewed. | 

All this being the case, there should 
be neither trouble nor delay in reach- 
ing a satisfactory conclusion as to the 
government of Porto Rico, The present 
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congress should adopt the necessary leg- 
islation by which a territorial govern- 
ment would be estab ished on the istand. 
While the governor and certain executive 
officers would necessarily be appointed 
from Washington, yet the fullest provi- 
sion should be made for calling into of- 
ficial service such Porto Ricans as can 
help their people to a full realization of 
what is expected of them in their new 
condition. With the establishment or 
the territory of Porto Rico we would 
see inaugurated under the most favor- 
able conditions the work of amaiga- 
mating these people into the American 
body politic. If, in the course of time, 
they should prove themselves worthy ot 
statehood by patriotism, intelligence, de- 
votion to the flag and all of those quali- 
fications which would make them de- 
sirable, that question may safely be left 
to the congress which will have to deal 
with it. 
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The Federal Prison Site. 

The action of the Central railroad in 
offering to the city of Atlanta a site for 
the federal prison building is one wor- 
thy of the highest commendation. No 
sort of expendituré on the part of the 
city is involved, as the site is tendered 
as a donation. | 

Not only does the Central, through its 
enterprising general manager, Mr. John 
M. Egan, offer to the city valuable prop~ 
erty to the extent of 300 acres, but it 
proposes to put in any tracks or switches 
that may be made necessary if the lo- 
cation proves acceptable to the attor- 
ney general. 

Of course, it is not a foregone con- 
clusion that the site presented the city by 
the Central will be the one finally se- 
lected by Attorney General Griggs, but 
whether the Washington authorities ac- 
cept the property or not, the action of 
the road stands foritself. The free ten- 
der of the extensive and splendidly sgit- 
uated land is but another voucher that 
the Central road is equal to every emer- 
gency that enterprise and genuine pub- 
lic spiritedness may give rise to. 

Atlanta and the state of Georgia are 
to be congratulated that such a splendid 
and generous railroad system is one of 
their links of passenger and freight traf- 
fic, for the Central has responded in the 
full measure of the benefits it receives 


and shows no hesitancy in its response- 


to an urgent need where its territory is 
involved. 
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Compensation of Fourth-Class Post- 

masters. 

Two bills—one from Congressman 
Cummings, relating to the conpensa- 
tion of fourth-class postmasters; the 
other from Senator Pritchard, relating 
to the compensat:on of fourth-class post- 


masters for issuing money orders—have 


been introduced in congress. 

These measures are intended to in- 
crease the compensation of fourth-class 
postmasters, and The Constitution hopes 
that they will meet with no opposition 
on the part of congressmen. Those who 
know anything of the duties of fourth- 
class postmasters must be aware of the 
fact that the compensation they receive 
bears no relation to the importance of 
the duties they are called on to perform. 
The bills to which we call attention do 
not call for any extra appropriation out 
of the treasury, but divert a larger per 
cent of the earnings of the fourth-class 
postoffices to the payment of the post- 
masters. 

We do not favor these measures on the 
sole ground that they will give a larger 
compensation to the postmasters who 
are ill-paid—thongh this would be a 
sufficient argument in their favor. The 
Constitution takes the position that the 


increased compensation provided for will . 


materially add to the efficiency of the 
postal service. Men who are _ ill-paid 
eannot be expected to take an extraor- 
dinary interest in their work. They 
will do their duty: they will perform 
the services for which they are paid, 
and there the matter will end; but 
these measures, which we trust congress 
will pass, will have the effect of instill- 
ing new energy and enthusiasm into this 
important branch of the postal service. 

The increased compensation, rising 
in proportion to the business done at 
the office, will be an incentive to the 
fourth-class postmasters to igcrease the 
business: it will give them a new reason 
for diligence and enthusiasm in the per- 
formance of their duties, and in va- 
ricus ways will add to the efficiency of 
the service. Tt was never intended 
that our postal system should be a 
money-making affair, but that it should 
simplv he self-sustaining. The bills 
now before congress provide that the 
compensation of fourth-class postmas- 
ters shall be paid out of the incomes of 
their offices on a sliding scale. When 
the commissions of a postmaster of this 
class reach $1,000 a vear, it is provid- 
ed that such fact shall be reported to the 
postmaster general, who shall assign 
the office to its proper class and fix the 
salary of the postmaster as provided by 
law. 

It is to be hoped, for the sake of this 
over-worked and underpaid class of post- 
masters, that the Cummings and Pritch- 
ard bills will have no opposition. 
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The hip pocket of the pistol toter is re- 
sponsible for a very warm Christmas.

MRS. FELTON REPLIES TO 
DR. J. B. HAWTHORNE 


Editor Constitution—The letter of Dr. J. 
B. Hawthorne, in reply to what I had to 
say of him in The Constitution last Thurs- 
day, demonstrates one fact clearly: He had 
eT his pulpit and try to defend him- 

The readers of The Constitution will bear 
me witness that I had no hand in forcing 
this discussion in the public prints. With- 
out warning, I was taken by name into 
the pulpit of the First Baptist church in 
Nashville as a text for a discourse from 
the sacred desk. Dr, Hawthorne possibly 
flattered himself that I would hear nothing 
of this outrageous performance at that dis- 
tance. His sermon, so-called, was reported 
for The Constitution, where I read his 
words and understood his motives. I leave 
it to your readers to decide whether such 
an assault, under such circumstances, mer- 
ited a reply. I propose to meet all such 
defamers of private character upon the 
ground chosen by themselves, if possible. 
Nor am I to be diverted from the points 
involved in this controversy by lugging in 
Side issues, or allusions to anybody else— 
the dead or the living. I am no stranger in 
Georgia. The public can testify as to my 
newspaper controversies of the past. All 
the gentlemen named by Dr. Hawthorne 
(as a sort of shield for his own Wounded 
anatomy) had their innings. If they have 
been able to reply in some fashion. with- 
out help from Dr. Hawthorne. He has op- 
portunity to do as much for himself. I 
propose tO compel him to do it, or stop his 
racket! 

When Dr. Felton read Dr. Hawthorne's 
reply—or rejoinder in today’s paper—he 
inquired if the time had not come for him 
to make a proper return for this discour- 
tesy on the part of Dr. Hawthorne. I said, 
“No.My hook has hung this slick-headed, 
squirming, wriggling eel. As a fish the eel 
is not palatable to me, but every lover of 
the sport would like to land his own 
catch!” I know the hook hurts him. 

His mouth shows it! ! 

I do not propose to repeat the offensive 
words used by Dr. Hawthorne in his ser- 
mon to this Nashville congregation. His 
allusions were defamatory jn their nature, 
and considering the time and place where 
they were uttered, vile in their intention. 
He ‘falsified, misquoted, misplaced and 
misinterpreted what I had said in my ad- 
dress to Georgia farmers at Tybee. He has 
been writhing for a number of years, be- 
cause of “our newspaper collision.’ He 
has carried his grievance against me in his 
pocket, turning it over occasionally to spit 
on it—until, at last, he made up his mind 
to dynamite me from his Nashville pulpit, 
hoping I would be too badly mangled to 
discover the fUse until he had finished his 
dirty work of destruction. But my ‘hook 
and line’’ yanked the dynamiter out of the 
sacred desk, and judging from the blub- 
bering in today’s Constitution, the writer 
has forgotten his calling as a pastor, and 
concludes to throw thimself on the mercy 
of as court. And how he beslobbers him- 
self! 

I have lived for sixty years in my native 
state—more than forty years in this, Bar- 
tow county—on the same farm I came to 
as a@ young girl bride, and my life has been 
an open book to my neighbors and friends. 
I have never been compelled by stress of 


- weather to pull up anchors and seeK repu- 


tation or safety in strange waters; nor 
have I been forced to publicly advertise 
my honesty or Christian character in the 
newspapers or elsewhere. In reply to the 
foul, false and ignoble words used by Dr. 
Hawthorne in today’s paper, I simply refer 
him to those who Know me best, and have 
known me longest—to convict my defamer 
of wilful, downright and malicious false- 
hoods. When Tennessee has a surfeit of 
the‘‘blatherskilte’’ preacher, Virginia, Geor- 
gia and the people of Nashville can com- 
pare mutual experiences, and laugh over 
the way in which we were buncoed with a 
“boom’’ speculator, and patent medicine 
quack, in close pursuit of money, when we 
thought we were listening to a herald of 
the cross, and a culled of God to 
preach the gospel. 

His confessions as to his real estate spec- 
ulations and patent medicine profits are 
sufficient for the public to Understand what 
such men want with ‘nigh salaries. If his 
congregations are willing to be hoo-doo-ed 
out of their money, I have no reason to 
raise objection. 

Dr. Hawthorne’s difficulty lies in his of- 
fensive vanity. Self-conceit, so long as jt 
is a harmless satisfaction to its possessor, 
does not wound outsiders. When wounded 
vanity takes on something like thydropho- 
bia and a preacher spouts venom—because 
he is scant in piety—then such ministers as 
Dr. Hawthorne become offensive. 

His vicious display of ‘hate in today’s 
Constitution will work its own cure, be- 
cause nobody is sufficiently interested in 
him to care whether ‘he called me an angel 
or a fiend, as possessing a mind like ‘‘Juve- 
na] or Junius,’’ or whether [| lived in ‘‘Pos- 
sum Trot” or ‘‘Tight Squeeze.’ The point 
that he evades was a proper reason for 
preaching a sermon on me in a Nashville 
pulpit—one year and a half later than my 
speech at Tybee. If it was offensive to 
Dr. Hawthorne at this time, it was equally 
offensive when it was uttered. Why did 
he wait one year and a half ‘‘to excommu- 
nicate me’ in Nashville? 

If he spoke the truth, he used the pulpit 
for a purpose that all Christians repudiate. 
If he spoke falsehoods, ‘he is guilty. of slan- 
der. He can take either horn of the dilem- 
ma. [ pronounce him a malicious slanderer 
--& man who defiles his pulpit with = his 
private revenges, and a person who will 
not hesitate to overlook the truth. if a 
falsehood suits his purpose better. He act- 
ually went into print to accuse ex-Govern- 
or Bullock of buying a buggy horse with 
dishonest money. When he was 
brought to bay he said. “Hawthrone 
SAV here he aed : . q ired him to 
ea: : 1ld substantiate the asser- 
tion that J “poured abuse on adversaries of 
mob law,’ what did he say? “I claim ta be 
a gentleman—a Christian gentleman.”’ Such 
notice anywhere His dementia would’ 
pitiful, if he was ne Se Wn 

co? as not so venomous and 
rabid,

know he pandered to a dangerous element 
in-northern society. I have the facts to 
show it. 

On December 24th I received a letter from 
Philadelphia—one among a mase of ohscen- 
ity. filth and impurity. It reads thus: 
Mrs. Felton { do not think you ar much 
of a lady to say there ought to Le a thou 
sand of negroes lynched a week it is not 
the negro that insult white woman in the 
all the time. it is one of your own color, 
eek tor ie Rev. Dr. J. B. Hawthorne 
defending the negroes of the 
south it is not always the negroes ac vou 
call them but one of~ your own eolor- 
white-black—to represent colored men. | 
am not talking about something that han- 
ping some years ago x x I married a col- 
ored woman, and fing’ them are better than 
al] the white women in the south. P. S. If 
vou don't like this vou wil) have to take it 
Mr. P. I. M., Philadelphia, Dee. 22 1908."' 
(I inclose the letter to prove its genuine- 
ness.) 

The Nashville sermon was delivered on 
the 20th, this letter was written on the 
22d, and reached me on the 24th. It speaks 
for itself. Let Dr. Hawthorne “glory” in 
the gang that applauds him! In the same 
mail a postal card came to me from a wel))- 
known Georgian of high character. ‘Words 
fail me to express my contempt for Dr. 
Hawthorne. or my thanks to Mrs. Felton 
for her defense of our southern women'” 
wrote ‘he. The only apology he offered for 
the unprovoked sermon in Nashville he 
frames in the following words: ‘The only 
object I had in view in referring to Mrs. 
Felton’s inflammatory speech at Tvbee was 
fo remove from the minds of thé north the 
false impression she created.” 

A rumor has reached this neck of the 
woods that Dr. Hawthorne is about plaved 
out in Nashville—he is stale. to express the 
idea correctly. He is looking toward Ros- 
ton, Canada or perhaps Philadelvh'!s, for a 
eall where “pickings” ore plentiful and 
where he is not too well known. 

I believed he was talking for nanother’ 
crowd than the good men and women in 
Nashville, when ‘jhe concluded te step on mv 
head to reach greener fields and richer pas- 
tures. I also believe he Is a person who 
would forswear the natural instinets of a 
southern white man to reach for a hich aal- 
ary among negropolists. I have heard that 
the be slobbered Boston ad nauseam some 
time ago. He savs,. Georgia people are 
holding them in sharn remembrance. Pr 
Hawthorne reminds me of the wild geese 
that migrate from the sonth to northern 
waters to hunt northern feeding grounds 
It was a pity that this wild gander could 
not contain himself when he reached 
northern latitudes. but felt obliged to hefoul 
the nest in which he was hatched and 
feathered, and fattened far beyond his de- 
serts! ‘i 

I am concerned personally, as to my share 
in the inevitable crisis, that we southern 
people see approaching, but there are those 
who will live to see the error that Dr. 
Hawthorne committed when he rose in a 
southern pulpit. in a southern city, practi- 
cally to apologize for and virtuallv to de- 
fend the black rapist of the south. If he 


man 


had no other object than to wreak his re- 
venge upon me, who oniy claimed pruvutec- 
tion for the white women and girls of my 
own race and color from drunken, ravening 
human Leasts, his attitude was reprehen- 
sible. The white women of Tennessee may 
be well on their guard. This incendiary, J. 
B. Hawthorne, has already fired the im- 
pure minds of miscegenationists in Phiia 
deiphia, and no one need be surprised that 
the fires of hellish lust are Kindied in the 
minds of the ignorant and yiclous nearer to 
them! 

The arming of negro regiments in the 
south brought a quick reaiization of this 
impénding crisis. Less than a month ago a 
negro regiment was disarmed in the cily 
of Macon, Ga., Because of vile, drunken 
threats against the white women of that 
city. Every daily newspaper tells some 
horrid story of this crime and its punish- 
ment. The future of this republik has no 
greater problem to encounter than this. 
And yet in the midst of this anxiety, with 
this seething cauldron of public tension and 
suppressed excitement, Reverend J. B. 
Hawthorne is the first southern white man 
to give aid and countenance to the eiement 
in northern society which is eager to push 
this crisis upon southern firesides and 
southern white men. 

If time and space permitted, I woukl re- 
mind the minister of his attack on bicycle 
women, with his indirect insinuations 
against their modesty—or purity of charac- 
ter: of his attack on women preachers, 
although he is known to have flattered a 
woman preacher in his own church into 
the Lelief that she had no jigher mission; 
of his assault on ladies who made public 
addresses, aligning them with nymphs du 
pave. He is pestiferous. He !s foul! 

{f am not surprised to find him leaning to- 
ward northern pulpits. [ am not surprised 
to know that he talks for northern ears—on 
the lynching question. Just give him line 
enough and the ‘eel’ will flounder on to 
dairy land and adequate punishment in the 
south. 

I stand by my record on the protection 
of southern white women. I feel honore 
by Dr. Hawthornes antagonism. His good 
opinion would be intolerable.

‘The Hew York Architect Refused To Bivulge fis Depot Plans

The railroads will go before the state rail- 
wad commission tomorrow and ask for 
more time on the Atlanta passenger Sta- 
tion matter. 4 

The roads will show that they have made 
a serious attempt to solve the problem and 
have been disappointed. They engaged Mr. 
Bradford L. Gilbert, of New York, to come 
here, study the situation and make them 


plans for a new station. 
Mr. Gilbert came down, 
three days here and after two or three 


weeks reported that he had solved the ques- 


spent two or 


tion. 

But Mr. Gilbert did not tell the roads 
what his solution was. He submitted no 
plans and gaid it would cost the roads 
about $4,500 to get a glimpse at them, and 
then, if they were accepted, he would ask 


$22,000 as compensation. 

Mr. Gilbert was too rich for the blood of 
the roads entering Atlanta. They way they 
had been figuring $22,500 would go a long 
way toward building a new station. They 
did not like Mr. Gilbert’s vague statement. 
He did not say whether the tracks would 
be elevated and the streets depressed or 
the tracks would be depressed and the 
streets bridged. 

A conference of executive officers of the 
terminal roads here was held yesterday. 
It was attended Ly President J. W. Thom- 
as, of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis; Vice President J. M. Egan, of the 
Central of Georgia; President George C. 
Smith, of the Atlanta and West Point; Mr. 
J. S. B. Thompson, assistant general su- 
perintendent of the Southern railway; Cap- 
tain V. E. McBee, general superintendent 
of the SeAboard Air-Line, and Mr. C. E. 
Harmon, general passenger agent of the 
Western and Atlantic. Mr. T. K. Scott, 
general manager of the Georgia railroad, 
was ill and could not be present. 

Major Thomas presented Mr. Gilbert's re- 
port made to him and which was exclusive- 
ly published by The Constitution. In that 
report Mr. Gilbert said that he beileved 
he ha@ a solution which would be accepta- 
ble to the officials when they saw the plans 
and understood the details. 
Lert would not submit his drawings and the 
details until assured of $4,000. 

Major Thomas was asked what he 
thought Mr. Gilbert's plais contemplated, 
elevated or depressed tracks through the 
heart of the city? 

Nobody Understood the Plan. 

The president answered that he could not 
tell positively, but he thought Mr. Giibert’s 
idea was to elevate the tracks. He judged 
that from the context and not from any 
direct statement from the architect. Major 
Thomas read a letter which he had written 
to Mr. Gilbert, stating that the first report 
was indefinite and giving f{t as his opinion 
that it would not be satisfactory to the 
other railway officials. Mr. Gilbert’s reply 
was also read. In that the architect said 
that he would submit drawings and a com- 
plete report for 1 per cent of the cost of 
the buijding. If the plans were not ac- 
cepted, that would be his compensation. If 
the plans were accepted, he would expect 
6 per cent on the cost of the Luilding as 
his compensation. For the 5 per cent, 
which would amount to $22,500 on a $450,000 
building, he would give superintendence of 
construction. 

The letters of Major Thomas and Mr. 
Gilbert's reply were as follows:

as without the oreliminary drawings and 
sketches suggested, any detailed state- 
ment might readily lead to misunderstand- 
ings. Simply the results and outcome of 
the solution of the assured problem were 
given, no track gradient being over 1% 
per cent, and no street grade over 6 per 
cent. 

‘“‘When the general scheme is fully un- 
derstood and explained, I am positive that 
no serious objection can be raised, and I 
trust it will prove satisfactory to all in- 
terests and your yourself in particular. 

“Answering your inquiry: In order to 
present the matter in a perfectly intelli- 
gible and comprehensive manner, I would 
recommend the completion of the prelim- 
inary drawings and sketches, showing the 
general plans, sections and elevations, to- 
gether with a bird’s eye perspective and a 
Plaster model showing all 
property and necessary suroundings.

Want More Time. 

The representatives of the roads could 
not see that and they decided to have Mr. 
Hlarmon and an attorney go to the meet- 
ing of the commissioners tomorrow and 
report what had been done, and ask for 
more time so that another architect ean 
be secured to make a study of the situa- 
tion anc report on it. 

The officials of the roads will want a 
conference with the commission created 
by the legislature so that they can ascer- 
tain what the state will do.

THE SENATE OR THE PENITENTIARY?

Quay’s Fight for His Political Life in Pennsylvania, and 
What He Has at Stake--No Chance for Wan- 
amaker, but an Outsider May Step in 
and Carry Off the Prize. 


The biggest stakes that were ever piled 
up on the faro board of national politics 
are stacked today on the card of the United 
States senatorship from Pennsylvania. The 
player is a little bit 
of a man—old and 
weazened, with the 
dried up face of a 
mummy, from which 
shrewd gray eyes 
show the fierce fire 
thet burns 


has been Pennsylva- | 

nia’s political dicta- 

tor for twenty years. 

The banker is a ro- 

tund man witha cherubic face, a smile that 
reminds one of Pickwick sometimes and of 
Pecksniff some other times. His name is 
John Wanamaker, and hfe is worth several 
millfons of dollars, which astute gentlemen, 
gifted with a knowledge of a good thing 
when they see it, have induced him to 
wager in opposition to the Quay pile in a 
gamble for a seat in the upper house of the 
national legislature. 

Wanamaker went up against the game 
twice before and lost. He won't win this 
time either, but the experience of the past 
few years has given him a knowledge of 
the cards that may make or break some 
other man, and so he presides over the 
stakes, temporarily, waiting for the main 
card to show. Other pasteboards have turn- 
ed up in his favor as the game has pro- 
ceeded, but the dried up little old man sits 
silent and attentive opposite him, oblivious 
alike to good luck and to bad, keeping his 
eyes fixed upon his chips and taking no 
heed of side plays. There are others about 
the board who are fingering their money 
nervously, waiting to get in, but he is cool. 
None of them have risked anything yet, 
although they hope to win a good deal, but 
he has put jnto the ring everything he 
Mas on earth.

Quay means to go to the senate or to go 
to jail. In his past struggles for political 
supremacy in Pennsylvania—and he has had 
many of them—it has often been said that: 
“This is the fight of his life for the old 
man.’ They always call him that in Penn- 
sylvania. But to those who know the ‘‘old 
man” well it is plain that this is his real 
fight for life, and there is no man who 
knows it so well as he who is most con- 
cerned. For the opposition to Quay, which 
has been weaving threads during half a 
dozen senatorial campaigns, have finally! 
come together and they have constructed 
a rope with a noose in the end of it that 
the most nimble political aerobat in the 
world would find it dificult to dodge. 

A long’ time ago there appeared in Penn- 
sylvania politics an element antagonistic 
to Quay. He had been a member of the 
legislature and spent more money than the 
governor. He had been state treasurer and 
lived like a prince. He had gone to the 
United States senate and on a salary of 
$5,000 spent $500,000 a year keeping his grip 
on the ‘thome machine. The antagonistic 
element inquired how this thing could be. 
They asked the public through their news- 
papers and the public did not respond— 
manifestly because the public did not 
know. They asked Quay through the same 
medium, and Quay replied by advising 
them that if they could not attend to their 
own business, as he attended to his, they 
had his permission to go to the devil for 
further information.

Agerieved in this the anti-Quay folks 
brought’ out John Wanamaker as a perpet- 
ua] senatorial candidate some years back. 
Quay beat him pretty nearly unanimously 
the first time. Next time Quay turned down 
Don Cameron, who had come into the sen- 
ate through dynastic conditions and had 
served for several terms, in order to make 
a place for Boies Penrose, one of his 
friends, who had been beaten for the office 
of mayor of Philadelphia. The Wanamaker 
people had opposed Penrose and Cameran 
had stood idle during the contest. So Quay 
mustered Cameron out, put up Penrose 
against Wanamaker and there was a polit- 
ical scrap in Pennsylvania that spread 
greenbacks knee-deep all over the state, 
and sent Penrose to the United States sen- 
at. | 
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Wanamaker licked his chops after the 
battle and retired for the time being. In 
his retirement he figured up what it had 


cost him to be beaten, and on this basis ! 


he figured up What it had cost Quay to win. 
The figures were tremendous, and he set 
about investigating the sources of Quay’s 
income. How well he succeeded or exactly 
what he did no one Knows, but last year 
the People’s National bank and the Chest- 
nut Street National bank of Philadelphia 
went into the hands of receivers. The cash- 
ier of the former committed suicide, and 
the cashier of the thkatter went to 
jail. Both were depositories of state mon- 
ey, and among the assets were notes of 
Quay’s reaching in§o the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Among the papers of the People’s bank 
were letters from the state treasurer of 
Pennsylvania pledging the money of the 
state on deposit to secure notes of Quay 
and of ‘his son, Richard, who was his finan- 
cial agent, for large amounts. The dis- 
trict attorney gf Philadelphia at that time 
was George R. Graham, and one of the 
criminal court judges was J. Gay Gordon, 
both of whom were bitter anti-Quay men 
and actively identified with the anti-Quay 
element. The papers found among the as- 
sets of the wrecked bank were used by 
Graham and Gordon to secure the indict- 
ment of Quay, of his son Richard, of State 
Treasurer Heywood and of other parties 


use state funds for private gain. 

These papers showed that Quay had op- 
erated in stocks to an extent that would 
have dazed Jay Gould. He had frequently 
wired to John S. Hopkins, the cashier who 
afterwards suicided, to buy stocks for him 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and from his winter home in St. 
Lucie, Fla., he sent that famous telegram: 
“If I win this time I will shake the plum 
tree.’’ An actual letter from State Treas- 
urer Heywood, written on official paper, to 
Cashier Hopkins declared that “I will not 
draw upon the. state funds on deposit in 
your bank until Richard R. Quay—who is 
Senator Quay’s son and financial agent— 
returns the $100,000 which he is about to 
borrow from you.” Is it any wonder-that

Then comes Quay. He looks over the 
field and he sees that, at last, he really 
has the fight of his life on hand. The 
nomination for district attorney of Phila- 
delphia comes up and he turns down Mr. 
Graham, who had him indicted and who 
would have prosecuted him in the criminal 
court. He orders Judge Gordon off the 
bench, and that officer, who helped to in- 
dict him and who would have tried him, re- 
signs his place. He had reason to do so. 
The trial is set for an early date, but Quay 
goes to the supreme court and Justices 
Green and Williams, both of whom he had 
appointed, order that the trial be postponed. 
Could any king in control of absolute mon- 
archial functions do more? Could the ma- 
jesty of the law itself do more? 

Quay, disposing of his trial, next tackles 
the legislature. The supreme court is to 
decide his appeal on January 7th and the 
senatorial caucus is fixed for January 16th. 
So he orders the caucus to be held on Jan- 
uary 3d, at which date the - legislature 
meets, and he sends to Harrisburg a regi- 
ment of Quay boomers that have already 
rented one hotel, one theater and all the 
brass bands jin town. They are in Pennsyl- 
vania’s capital today shouting for Quay, 
and the Quay colors are flowing over Har- 
risburg at this minute as liberally as Quay 
money will flow in a day or two. The little 
old man ‘is making a demonstration there, 
according to the newspaper reports, that 

asts a shadow on any like event in the 
history of the state, and it means that the 
“old man” has gone into the game for all 
that jis in it, prepared to die with his politi- 
cal boots on if he dies at all. 
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He has just issued a statement to the 
effect that he will resign if convicted; but 
most men would do that, for a United 
States senator cannot serve in jail. It was 
given out by Senator Quay’s Philadelphia 
lieutenants yesterday that the Beaver man 
would, within the next week, make a state- 
ment calculated to placate the members of 
the legislature who do not care to vote for 
him while the conspiracy charges on which 
he has been ind§cted remain untried. They 
stated that Senator Quay would make a 
public announcement to the effect that, 
inasmuch as hig trial cannot now take 
place until after the date fixed for the 
senatorial election, he will, if re-elected, 
agree to resign in the event of his convic- 
tion on the conspiracy charges. 

This promise, they argued, would justify 
a Ghange of heart on the part of the mem- 
bers of the legislature who oppose Senator 
Quay, because they cannot see their way 
clear to vote for him while the conspiracy 
charges remain untried. The Quay enthusi- 
asts who gave out this statement actually 
appear to believe that such a promise will 
insure the Beaver man’s election. They 
seem to think that all of the men who 
have stated that they will not vote for 
Senator Quay’s re-election because of his 
efforts to prevent a trial of his case will 
change their minds and vote for him if he 
assures them he will resign his seat if he is 
convicted and sent to jail. 

Will Quay win? The question naturally 
comes aS a result of any inquiry into his 
political history at this time, and it will be 
easy to get a bet one way or another. 
That he has lost his old-time hold is cer- 
tain, forvhere is a statement from Repre- 
sentative Harold, of his own county in 
Pennsylvania: 

“For thirty-two years I have voted with 
the ‘old man,’ but I do not see how I can 
morally stand by him now in face of the 
Philadelphia suits and his efforts to avoid 
them. I have read about the case with 
great interest, and I fail to see any irreg- 
ularity. The judge, the district attorney 
and the grand jury have done their work 
in the preliminary steps, and against them 
at this point in the trial I have nothing but 
the word of Senator Quay. I feel keenly 
the county tie. I would rather vote for 
a home man than another, all things being 
right- I have not said that I will vote 
for or against Senator Quay, but I said 
frankly that if he cleared his skirts in the 
Philadelphia matter I would support him.” 

“But suppose the case still hangs fire 
when the caucus is held?’ he was asked. 

“Then I will not go into

Steam coal has been very searce in the 
south for several weeks. hut the dealers 
Say that the pressure is not quite so heavy 
as it was, Many factories are very short 
of foal, ‘however, and they have heen bor- 
rowing or have attempted to borrow from 
the railroads. 

Che famine was so threatening for a time 
that some of the roads confiscated all the 
steam coal that was being Shipped over 
their lines. They said to the dealers that 
they had to have coal, and they would 
take any that came alone. : | 

The railroads have heavy traffic during 
the fall and required more coal than usua 

Then, the navy ordered immense quan- 
tities of coal to be delivered at the ports. 

Many factories ang mills have been run- 
ning night and day for the last three 
months, and this extra work required extra 
fuel. 

On top of this, the demand for domestic 
coal opened eariier this year than usual. 
The cold weather came on eariy and home 
owners had to buy coal] in October, where- 
as a great Many people, as a rule, do not 
lay in their supply until about the hollj- 
days. 

Another reason for the short supply was 
that the mines had been working with 
small forres and had- verv little eoal in 
Block when the season opened. In addi- 
tion to this, the Tennessee Coal and Tron 
Company has had. trouble with its miners 
during the fail The strike up in Illinois 
cut Gif a supply from that source and 
patrons of there mines had to draw on 
other coal fields. 

For a few weeks the price of steam coal 
Was advanced, but it is now getting back 
to the normal, an evidence that the supply 
is catching up with the demand.

Favors the Ratification of Peace Treaty 
and for Declaratory Resolution. 

Hon. T°. G. duBignon, chairman of the 
State democratic executive committee, re- 
turned to his home in Savannah last night, 
having been here on business yesterday to 
confer with General Manager M. J. O’Brien, 
of the Southern Express Company, of which 
Mr. duBignon is general counsel, 

Coloncl O'Brien left for Jacksonville last 
nigiht. He is now making a tour of the 
leading offices of the company in the south. 

In reference to recently published inter- 


views in which it is stated that Hon, W. J. 
Bryan favors the ratification of the peace 
treaty, and thinks it wise for the democratic 
party to commit itself to a declaration in 
feavor of the ultimate independence of the 
Philippines, as soon as they are capable of 
maintaining self-government, Mr. duBig- 
non expresses the opinion that he is fully in 
accord with Mr. Bryan in the views which 
he has expressed and published upon the 
Philippine and Cuban question. He stated 
that he was opposed to the annexation of 
the Philippine islands, and he thought that 
in the treatment of this question this coun- 
try should be actuated by the purpose it 
declared toward Cuba. He stated that 
while, in his opinion, there were some very 
objectionable features in the peace treaty, 
if published reports as to the treaty could 
be credited, that there was no escape from 
its ratification; that to reject the treaty 
would be to add difficulties to the situation 
and prolong the strained relations which 
exist between this country end European 
powers; that he thad no doubt the treaty 
would be ratified, and that after Spain was 
eliminated from the situation, congress 
would then pass a joint resolution declara- 
tory of the government’s purpose. 

Mr. duBignon stated that he believed as 
soon as the war spirit which had prevailed 
in the country since our victories on lJond 
and water had subsided, a large majority 
of the American people will be opposed to 
the forcible annexation of the Philippine 
islands. He stated he thought such would

The Suez canal wrought a 
tion in that part of ocean commerce which 
is carried between the ports of Asia and of 
East Africa on the one hand and the 
lentic and Mediterranean ports 
and North America on the other. It did not 
facilitate to an important extent commerce 
between North Atlantic ports and Australa- 
sia, Southampton is the home port of most 
of the British steamships in the East Asian 
and Australian trade; and while the Suez 
canal, as compared with the Cape of Good 
Hope route, shortened the distance to Bom- 
bay by 4,800 nautical miles, to Singapore by 
3,710 and to Hong Kong by 3,680 miles, it 
reduced the distance to Melbourne by only 
sixty miles. It is 11,250 miles from New York 
around,.the Cape of Good Hope to Bombay, 
but the canal reaoce d the distance to &,120 
miles,a saving of 3,130 miles. In brief, it may 
be said that the advantages of the Suez 
canal are confined, in the main, to traffic 
between the ports of North Atlantic and 
the ports of South Asia, its islands, and 
Ikast Africa.

In a few years the Nicaragua canal will 
take its place among the ereatest facilities 
offered to commerce. The facts presented 
here show the extent to which the new ca- 
nal will supplement the advantages already 
secured by the Suez canal. No artificial 
means can ever impair the vast superiority 
in shortness of routes which olur Pacific 
coast ports possess in their trade with 
eastern Asia and Australasia, The wheat, 
lumber and other manufactures of the 
Pacific states may aiways reach the orient 
and the South Pacific far more expeditious- 
ly than the products of Europe, as the fol- 
lowing table, giving comparative distances 
in-sea miles from San Francisco and Bre- 
merhaven, shows. For this article all dis- 
tances have been computed on the routes 
of full power steam vessels, which are 
shorter than the sailing routes 
little influenced by trade winds and mon- 
soons:

In computing distances by way 
of the Nicaragua canal, the distance to the 
canal from New York is taken via Key 
West and around the west end of Cuba to 
ireytown, the route given in the ‘‘Monthly 
Summary of Finance and Commerce” for 
April, i898; and: the length of the canal is 
taken as 169 miles.

Mortgage for $2,500,000 Filed in 
Judge Tanner’s Office Yesterday. 
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BALTIMORE CONCERN IS THE TRUSTEE 


The Mortgage Was Filed by Judge 
Hammond for the Mercantile Trust — 
and Deposit Company. 


A mortgage of $2,500,000 on the preperty 
Of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company was filed yesterday morn- 
ihg im Clerk Tanner’s office by Judge W. 
RK. Hammond, for the Mercantile Trust and 
Deposit Company of Baltimore. 

This is one of the largest mortgages 
ever placed on record in Judge Tanner’s 
office, and the document ‘!s believed by 
many to carry the largest amount of war 
revenue stamps used here on a court paper 
since the tax was imposed. 

The tax on the document amounted to 
$1,249, and the revenue stamps were ar- 
ranged in a very artistic manner. Across 
the top of the first and second pages ran 
$50 stamps, down both sides of the first 
page $50 stamps were placed, and on both 
Sides of the second page were $10 Stamps, 
one for $ and a number of smaller denom- 
inations. 

The mortgage contains twenty-four $50 
stamps, four $10 stamps, one $& stamp and 
the remaining $4 is made up of stamps of 
various smaller denominations. The mort- 
Gage was stamped in Baltimore and sent 
here by the attorney for the Mercantile 
Trust and Deposit Company to Judge Ham- 
mond, in order that the property of the 
Consolidated might be investigated and the 
mortgage placed on record. 

The Baltimore company will be the trus- 
tee for the new issue of bonds, which will 
number 2.5 each with a par valuation of 
$1,000, bearing interest at 5 per cent per 
annum. The new bond issue will date 
from January 2, 1899. maturing January 1, 
1939. The new issue is made for the pur- 
pose of retiring the old bonds for which 
the Old Colony Trust Company is trustee. 

These consist of an issue amounting to 
$2,025,000, bearing interest at 6 per cent per 
anium. They were issued July 1, 1891, and 
would have matured July 1, 1921. Another 
issue of first mortgage bonds, amounting 
to $225,000, bearing interest at 6 per cent 
per annum, will also be retired. These 
were to have matured July 1, 1930. 

It is provided in the mortgage that the 
Consolidated may issue when it deems ex- 
pedient before replacing the oid bonds, $230 
in new bonds for the purpose of improving 
its property or extending its Mnes. 

The mertgage filed yesterday gives in 
full resolutions adopted at the last meeting 
of the board of directors of the Consoli- 
dated. These resolutions provide for the 
new pond issue and direct that the old 
bonds be retired.

STATE HOUSE OFFICERS RETURN TO WORK 


WITH BUSY PROSPECTS FOR THE NEW YEAR 


Nearly, $60,000 in Dispute Between Georgia and the Federal Government, and 
Nobody To Settle It--The Building of the New Penitentiary at Milledge- 
ville--Up-to-Date Items About State Affairs and Statesmen. 


The new year will open at the statehouse 
with a general feeling 6f good will on the 
part of nearly all concerned. The legis- 
lature, by standing true to Governor Can- 
dier’s strong recommendations, has pro- 
vided for a reduced tax rate, and this in 
itself is the biggest kind of a feather in 
the cap of the new administration. State 
Treasurer Speer has worked hard to get 
off the school warrants in time to give all 
the teachers their money for the holidays, 
and the checks have been mailed. Comp- 
troller General Wright is of the opinion 
that the next year’s returns of property on 
digest will not show, as past years have 
shown, a steady decrease in taxable values 
in the state. Attorney General Terrell 
has the work of this office up to date and 
Secretary of State Cook was called away 
from the Christmas festivities at his home 
on Monday to charter a bank, a railroad 
and a navigation company. 

Asked yesterday by a Constitution repre- 
sentative what he thought about Georgia’s 
prospects for the new year, Governor Can- 
dler said: 

“I have been too busy to think anything 
about them. But I firmly believe that 
Georgia has started on the upward road 
and that she will keep on moving in that 
direction, no matter how much ghe js hin- 
dered by the present hard times. That 
times are hard, we all know; but taxes 
will cease to get unfavorable advertisement 
in this respect, and if our farmers can get 
a fair market price for their crops we will 
enter upon an era of prosperity, whether 
large or small, that will give us all encour- 
agement. For me personally, the new year 
will start off satisfactorily, for I will be 
free from the attention of office seekers. 
I have pretty well cleared the slate by this 
time, and J] will be more than glad when 
I have wiped it clean.’’

In the adjutant general's department 
there is less, however ,to be jolly over, for 
the legislature has left a very bad mix-up 
there. In cutting down appropriations, it 
did not act evenly all round, for wihile 
the school fund was cut 12 per cent, the 
funds at the disposal of the governor were 
cut }® per cent. This has crippled him in 
many ways, and in one way it has more 
than crippled him. The military fund was 
cut from $25,000 to $2,500, and this was fur- 
ther reduced to $1,400 by taking money 
from it for other purposes. No provision 
fhas been made for an assistant to Adjutant 
General J. McIntosh Kell, although one is 
absolutely necessary, for that office has 
entire charge of the care and maintenance 
of all the public property in the state. 

Just what will become of the national 
guard no man Knows, but an effort will 
be made to hold it together until the next 
legislature meets and makes suitable pro- 
vision for it. When the recent war broke 
out Georgia had about 5,000 enlisted vol- 
unteers, made up of six regiments of infan- 
try, two of cavalry, one battalion of cav- 
alry, two batteries of Hght artillery and 
four companies of naval cadets, all white, 
and two battalions of infantry, one of 
cavalry and one battery of light artillery, 
colored. .Of these fully 5@ per cent volun- 
teered for service in the war, but most 
of them are now back at their homes, 
for the only regiment that was not mus- 
tered out was the one made up of men who 
know a good ‘deal more about some things 
than they do about military tactics.

upon it. General Kell is unable to attend 
to active duty, and yet ‘he is to be required 
to serve as adjutant general and as super- 
intendent of public buildings, both of which 
offices are sufficient to keep continually 
busy the most hustling men alive. Colonel 
W. G. Obear, the present assistant adju- 
tant general, will muster himself out of 
office next Saturday, and unless Governor 
Candler can find some way to secure money 
sufficient to pay the salary of his succes- 
sor, the state will be in a bad way. It 
will be simply impossible to look after the 
capitol, the executive mansion and the oth- 
er public buildings, all of Which are cared 
for by the adjutant general, unless Gen- 
eral Kell is furnished with a capable assis- 
tant. 

Another duty of this much-entangled of- 
fice is that of acting as custodian for the 
accounts now pending and awaiting settle- 
ment between Georgia and the federal gov- 
ernment. In raising and equipping the 
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three regiments of infantry and two bat- 
teries which Georgia furnished for the 
national defense the state spent $30,000, and 
the bills for subsistence, transportation, 
etc., are now piled up mountain high on 
Colonel Obear’s desk. The federal govern- 
ment requires the state to bear all these 
preliminary expenses and pledges itself to 
reimburse it afterwards, but there is al- 
Ways a squabble, and this instance is no 
exception to the rule. It will. re- 
quire constant and active attention 
on the part of Georgia to see 
that we get all that is coming to us under 
the arrangement, for Uncle Sam drives a 
pretty sharp bargain when it comes to 
paying money that has already been spent. 

In addition to this $30,000 there is $27,000 
more cue Georgia from the government, 
making a total of $37,000. This latter is 
made up of many sma!] amounts, arising 
from this circumstance: The national 
guard of the state is armed and equipped 
by the federal govérnment, and the arms 
and equipments distributed by the 
state, which is responsible for them, to the 
captains of the various commands. These 
captains give bonds to the adjutant general 
of the state for the safe care and custody 
of the property. Nearly three hundred such 
bonds are now on file at the statehouse, but 
the property has been scattered from one 
end of the earth to the other. Each com- 
pany was directed by the war department 
to turn over half its belongings to the vol- 
unteer regiments at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, but many of them, acting under or- 
ders of superior regimental officers, gave 
up more than this, and as a result the na- 
tional guard of Georgia today has given to 
the national defense an amount of property 
which Colonel Obear conservatively fixes at 
the value of $27,000, 

There reason to ‘hope that 
soldiery will hold together. The 
are now paying out of their own pockets be- 
tween $90,000 and $100,000 a year to maintain 
themselves. They have built armories, 
bought uniforms, paid insurance premiums, 
and done everything else that they could 
do to relieve the state of bearing too heavy 
a burden, and in times of war as well as of 
peace they have shown themselves to be 
brave and patriotic men. It is very little 
less than certain that the next legislature 
will come to their rescue.

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DECIDED DECLINES. 


Break Was Opposed to the Tendency of 


Stocks Abread. 


LONDON BOUGHT HEAVILY 


Volume of Business Was Large, Al- 
though Not Up to Tuesday’s Rec- 
ord-Breaking Figures. 


New York, December 28.—Contrary to the 
pourse of the stock market for some weeks 
prices showed a pronounced decline on the 
day’s trading and this was opposed to the 
tendency abroad, London having bought 
25,000 shares on balance. The volume of 
business was large, although not up to yes- 
terday’s record-breaking figures. The great- 
er part of the business today was during 
the morning rise, while the afternoon's de- 
cline was also accompanied by a burst of 
animation. There was no change in the fa- 
vorable tenor of the news market-Wwise ex- 
cept that the Vandertilt reports were not 
considered up to bullish expectations. The 
regular dividends were declared on Vander- 
bilt stocks and American Tobacco Traffic 
reports were generally gratifying Burling- 
ton’s surplus for November increased over 


~ $61,000, while the net increase of Northern 


Pacific for five months was over $393,000. 
While stocks were strong at the opening, 
New York prices were not up to those of 
London, where Americans were buoyant. 
International paper, General Electric and 
some other industrials made new high 
priced records. The grangers and coalers 
were strong. The advance in the later 
stocks, a great part of which was retained 
throughout, was perhaps explained by a 
subsequent announcement that Anthracite 
rices had been ordered advanced at Buffa- 

o and Chicago. It became evident that 
there had been large fsealizing sales on 
yesterday’s and today’s bulges in prices, 
and traders attacked the general list with 
considerable success. Prices rallied some- 
what from the lowest, but a sharp flurry 
in call money, which for a time advanced 
to 6 per cent, although subsequently it 
eased off to about yesterday’s quotations, 
gave the bears an opportunity to effect 
marked declines in prices, but the securities 
sold were readily absorbed. Sugar was weak 
owing to the trade situation in the early 
dealings when the rest of the list was 
strong, and at the close was an exception 
to the general weakness. Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis was strong on 
the idea that the Pennsylvania system was 
to be unified in a manner similar to that in 
progress in the Vanderbilts. An incident of 
the speculation at the outset was the appa- 
rent subsidence of interest in Federal Steel. 
Transactions were in smal] amounts and in 
marked contrast to yesterday’s enormous 
dealings. At the opening the stock soon 
manifested weakness, and late in the day 
assumed prominence in the reaction, offer- 
ings being on a large scale. 

The bond market was irregular in spots 
and active in places, but suffered from late 
transactions. Total sales $5,460,000.

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GEN. MERCIER’S LAST PUNCH.

Paul de Cassagnac’s Adieux to the Au- 
thor of the Dreyfus Trouble. 
From The Paris Autorite. 

A farewell punch has just been tendered 
to General Mercier on the occasion of his 
retirement, which is near at Rand. We 
cannot in any way join in the formal 
tokens of sympathy shown him, which be- 
long to the category of official duties. For 
General Mercier has been an jll-omened, 
fatal person. 

It is to‘him, to him alone, that we owe the 
Dreyfus affair, the affair tgt divides 
France into two maddened sections and sets 
them furiously on each other. It is now 
demonstrated, in fact, that he took counsel 
of no one, that he consulted none of his 
colleagues in the cabinet, and that he 
plunged into the dark adventure of his own 
initiative. 

Excessively vain, although but a mediocre 
officer and a subservient pulitician, he 
boasted absurdly of his ‘‘artilleryman’s 
scent’ in order to put an end to the 
formidable accusations that cast doubt on 
his clearness of vision. It is a fine scent he 
has, and for an individual who pretends to 
Show acuteness he certainly shows it, this 
man who has brought upon us a kind of 
civil war more harmful to our military 
power than 25.000 soldiers slain in battle. 

The telegram, the work of a forger, the 
scandalous protection granted to that scamp 
of an Esterhazy; the retention in the offices 
of the general staff of Du Paty de Clam, the 
hysterical; Henry, the senseless mercenary; 
the useless secrecy for a trial that will be 
tried over again in public; that is for what 
congratulations have just been given in an 
official punch. 

We consequently feel the imperious need 
of protesting agains® this manifestation. 
which would be untimely and shocking if 
it were not obligatory. Every commander 
of an army corps who withdraws receives 
this (honorary farewell. Every one knows 
that. It would, hcgyvever, perhaps have 
been better to let that one go without drum 
beat or trumpets, and when we had the 
luck to be rid of him not to allow him a 
justification, which, however restrained it 
may be,,is a real insult of public opinion. 

When one has inflicted on his unfortunate 
country a Dreyfus affair, an affair that has 
become an ulcer, a’ cancer, a gangrene, one 
should keep silence and hide one’s self 
without drinking punch and above all with- 
out making a speech.

NEWS NOTES FROM _ 


‘THE REALM OFS eVLE 


An odd and pretty conceit is the iabad 
of a big bow, of gauze or the same fabric 
as the frock, just at the front of the low- 
necked bodice. The bow is bordered all 
around with a quilling of ribbon, gauze or 
lace. It is tied with short loops. Over the 


knot in the center there is fastened a min-: 


jature or other big fancy pin. Often, to 
give a scarf effect, the piece of ga‘uze is ar- 
ranged to outline the low neck, having both 
sides finished with a quilling to correspond 
with the bow. But more often the bow is a 
separate affair pinned on just at the bust. 
For a slender figure this is very fetching, 
but the plump) short-waisted woman shqyld 
not attempt it. 


A pretty cravat is made from a strip of 
silk muslin eight inches long and the width 
of the fabric. The strip is gathered up ex- 
actly in the center, which leaves four 
inches on each side, and the edges are bor- 
dered with satin ribbon a little less than a 
yard wide. A knot of the ribbon is twisted 
over where the muslin is gathered up. The 
muslin should be gathered into as small a 
space as possible and therefore small 
stitches should not be taken in the shirring, 
and a strong silk thread should be used. 
One dainty girl has several of these cra- 
vats made of silk muslin hemstitched at 
the edges and finished with fine, narrow 
lace. 


Sleeves must be either severely tight and 
plain to the elbow, where they end in a full 
ruffie of falling lace, or they must be nil, 
a shoulder strap or a band of flowers be- 
ing the slender thread upon which the 
back and front of the bodice hang together. 
The shape of the decolletage must be cut 
square, or else round court shape off the 
shoulders, and the top is best finished by 
a few folds or pleats of the material, with 
an imposing spray of flowers on one side. 
Skirts are voluminous, says a Lonion 
fashion letter. Not being content with a 
modest one, the lady of fashion has two or 
three, muslin, chiffon, or tulle, one over the 
other, and the uppermost is bedizened with 
chenille or jeweled embroidery. These robes 
are long and trailing, clinging round the 
feet, and causing wary walking. Impossible 
in them would it be to get across the room 
in three paces like the Lady of Shalot. 


The London Queen says: The fashion of 
the hour insists rigorously on all the para- 
phernalia of full dress. Though delicate 
health or a thermometer below freezing 
‘point sometimes excuse a high bodice and 
long sleeves for ball and dinner, theater, 
concert and reception, the low bodice is 
really the only smart wear. Never now do 
lwe see the Small V-shaped opening at 
the throat, which formerly did duty for 
demitoilet, except on provincials and subur- 
bans, who fear to venture on full decollete. 
During the summer months there seemed tg 
be a tendency to wear a very elaborate 
dress, high to the throat, and with short 
elbow sleeves, at the informal little din- 
ners at the smart restaurants with which 
Londoners delight to honor their guests, 
and so far, there seems no abatement in 
this fashion, which, savoring of good taste, 
is to be commended. The evening dress of 
the day, or, to be grammatically correct, 
of the night, shows a disposition to return 
to the magnificent stateliness of the end of 
the last century. Skirts opening over under- 
skirts, pointed bodices, stomacher shaped 
in front, fichus, etc:, all remind us of the 
days of the gorgeous Lady . Blessington, 
when wit sparkled and bon mots were 
bandied between her and her associates, 
Horace Walpole, Lord Chesterfield, Mme. 
d@Arblay and others. 


Harper’s Bazar is authority for this: At 
present the foreign silk weavers are making 
an effort to increase the popularity of silk, 
and are presenting very novel designs in 
colored, flowered and figured silks, to be 
‘known as damasse. These will shortly ap- 
pear on the American market in deep ruby 
reds, bright blues, and the soft wood 
browns.

A muff en suite consists of two ruffles of 
dhinchilla lined with ermine and trimming 
each side of a shirred muff of blue velvet, 
a rosette of chinchilla.

COMES UP TODAY

MUCH DEPENDS ON RESULT 


Consolidated and Traction Will Have a 
Hard Legal Battle. 


WILL PROBABLY 60 TO HIGHER COURT 


Traction Attorneys Will Contend That 
the Organization of the Consoli- 
dated Was Illegal. 


The hearing in the franchise rase between 
the Consolidated and the Atlanta Street 
Railway companies wiil come up before 
Judge Newman in the United States court 
this morning at 10 o’lock. 

Some of the ablest attorneys in the city 
wil] figure in the case, which is one of the 
most important that has come up in this 
city in some time. The fight will be one 
of the hottest legal battles ever fought in 
Atlanta, and much depends on the resuit. 

The Atlanta railway company is seeking 
to condemn the Mitchell street tracks of 
the Consolidated, in order to finish its rross- 
town system and approach the new Mitch- 
ell street viaduct. The city has given the 
Traction the right to institute condemna- 
tion proceedings, which the company start- 
ed to do, but was’ stopped by an 
injunction from the Old Colony § ‘Trust 
Company, which sought to prevent both 
the Consolidated and the Traction from 
taking any part in the condemnation. The 
Trust company was trustee for the bond- 
holders of the Consolidated, and brought 
the suit on the ground of protection to its 
interests. 

In a sensational crosss bill filed several 
days ago, the Atlanta railway company 
claims that the ownership by the Consoli- 
dated of the various lines constituting that 
corporation, is illegal on the grounds that 
the charter of the companies bought by 
the Consolidated, and the state constitution 
expressly prohibits any deal whereby mo- 
nopoly is formed and competition endan- 
gered. The attorneys for the AtNnta rail- 
way wi.l urge that the Consolidated will 
have to clean its own skirts before it can 
seek relief from a court of equity in a case 
of this character. 

Great interest centers in Judgé New- 
man’s ruling on this point. It is probable 
that no matter which company wins in the 
present fight, the case will be appealed to 
a higher court. King & Spalding, who wiil 
represent the Atlanta railway company, 
say they will carry the case to the supreme 
court of the United States, if necessary. 
The fight, therefore, promises to be a long, 
hard one. 

The Consolidated will be represented by 
Goodwin & Westmoreiand; the Old Colony 
Trust Company by Colonel N. J. Hammond, 
and the Mercantile Trust Company, which 
has been made a co-plaintiff, by Colonel 
N. J. Hammond.

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/MORSE SAYS MAN IS 


100,000 YEARS OLD 


Professor Edward S. Morse, who lectures 
tonight at the Grand before the Atlanta 
Lecture Association, says that: the human 
race is unquestionably 100,000 years old, and 
may be older. 

He was asked yesterday if he believes in 
the antiquity of the Calaveras skull con- 
cerning which doubt has recently been re- 
vived. 

“Unquestionably it is a genuine prehis- 
toric skull,’”” he said. “I have seen it, and 
while it does not differ so much from skull3 
of men today, chemical analysis shows that 
it has been imbedded in the rocks for 
thousands of years. Then, too, Whitney, 
who studied the locality where it was found 
at the time, could not have been fooled by 
the miners planting a skull. And then sim- 
ilar prehistoric remains have been found in 
ten or a dozen adjoining counties to Cala- 
veras in California.’’ 

The Calaveras skull was found about 
thirty years ago by gold miners, who Were 
driving a tunnel under a mountain. The 
Table mountains are of volcanic origin. 
Geologists reasoned that the lava must have 
flowed down a valley, and they believed 
that in that valley there was once, ages 
ago, a stream. They were of the opinion 
that there was gold in that stream, and a 
mining company proceeded to drive a tunnel 
under one of the.mountains, on the theory 
that they would strike the ancient bed of 
the stream and find gold in it. They did 
find the bed of a prehistoric stream, and 
they found a great deal of gold in it. They 
found stone implements which had 
been used by a Ahcnpsanaiies race of men. 


also 


Similar implements and remains of men 
have been found in other California coun- 
ties. 

Professor Morse says that man is not a 
high type of animal, from a physical and 
Structural point of view. 

“If a naturalist from Mars;"’ said he, ‘‘was 
to come to the earth and study the remains 
of animals after all life on this planet had 
been destroyed, he would say that man was 
one of the lower forms in the animal 
kingdom. Structurally, a number of other 
animals have limbs and organisms which 
are ahead of man’s, You know that man 
always has been one of the weaker animals, 
physically. That is the reason he had to 
live in trees a long time ago. He had to 
take to the woods for self-preservation. He 
has never outgrown that instinct, either. 
City people like to get out in the woods, 
among the trees, picnic and camp out to 
this day. Man had to be on the jump, liter- 
ally, to preserve himself. He became very 
alert and his intelligence was developed to 
a higher stage than that of other animals. 
He learned to throw a stone and to kill his 
game in that way. Then the learned to 
sharpen a stone and to fashion it into a 
spear head or an arrow head. We all 
know how fond children are of the bow and 
arrow. It is the primitive instinct. There 
are a hundred others which I could name, 
and to many of them I will call the atten- 
tion of my audience tomorrow night.’’ 

Professor Morse is one of the most dis- 
tinguished naturalists of America. His lec- 
tures on scientific subjects are in simple 
language, and boys can understand them 
readily. 


AVERAGE JANUARY WEATHER 


Forecaster Marbury Adds Together 
Records of Twenty Years. 


HE SHOWS WHAT TO EXPECT 


Amateur Prophets Can Make Their 
Own Forecasts from These 
Figures. 


Acting upon the old axiom that the only 
way to judge the future is by the past, 
Forecaster Marbury has compiled and is- 
sued a form showing all the details of the 
weather in the month of January for 
twenty years past. 

With this paper, any man can be his own 
weather prophet by simply figuring out the 
average of whatever condition he desires to 
foretell, and promulgate the result as his 
own prophecy. It may come right—and it 
may not. One cannot always rely upon 
averages in seeking to solve a weather 
problem. The paper, however, does give a 
clear and useful idea of the normal weather 
conditions of the month, as figured from 
observations for two decades. It as 
follows: 

Month of January for Twenty Years.

Mean or normal temperature, 43 degrees, 

The warmest month was tnat of 1850, with 
an average of 54 degrees. 

The coldest month was that of 1884, with 
an average of 36 degrees.

The lowest temperature was *2 degrees, 
on the llth, 186. 

Average date on which first ‘killing’ 
frost occurred in autumn, November 4th. 

Average date on which last ‘killing’ frost 
occurred ‘in spring, March 30th. 
PRECIPITATION (rain and’melted snow), 

Average for the month, 5.71 inches. 

Average number of days with .01 of an 
inch or more, 13. 

The greatest monthly precipitation was 
15.82 inches in 1893. 

The least monthly precipitation was 2.86 
inches in 1880. 

The greatest amount of precipitation re- 
corded in any twenty-four consecutive hours 
was 4.03 inches on the 6th, 1883. 

The greatest amount of snowfall recorded 
in any twenty-four consecutive hours (rec- 
ord extending to winter of 1884-85 only) was 
7 inches on 18th, 1893.

Englishman. 
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HE I$ DYING DAY BY DAY 


Sleeps at ‘Night in a Cell at the Pouice 
Barracks. 


ONELY WANDERER ON THE EARTH 


The Doctors Say He Can Live Only Six 
Days More—The Man Talks of 
Himself. 


. 


For more than a week past a white man 
has been visiting the police barracks night- 
ly for a place to sleep. He is a living skele- 
ton and the doctors have told him that 
they did not think he could possibly live 
more than six days longer. Day by day 
he has been growing thinner and thinner, 
weaker and weaker, until the has reached 
an emaciated condition which renders him 
scarcely able to move. Through it al] his 
mind is active and Keenly alive to his con- 
dition. 

The poor feliow's life, together wilth 
remarkabie malady, makes a strange story 
and one which has awakened the interest 
and the sympathy of the members of the 
police department. 

The man is George Mason, an English- 
man, who has no relative, no friend and no 
one to whom he can looK for help in this 
country. He is dying by inches, with nota 
pitying eye and not a sympathizing soul 
to be near him as he approaches the grave 
slowly and surely as each day draws to @ 
close. 

Mason came to Atlanta three months ago 
from Savannah. He had contracted a case 
of malarial fever and was told that per- 
haps the mountain air might help him, and 
with that last hope, he managed to get to 
Atlanta by begging his way and stealing 
rides on freigiht trains. The change did him 
no good. He is a painter by trade and he 
worked a little now and then at first—just 
enough to pay for lodging. Food cost him 
little, as he ate scarcely anything. Grow- 
ing weaker steadily, he was soon unable to 
work at all and for’a week past he has 
been permitted to sleep in one of the celis 
at the police barracks. 

Last night he was questioned about his 
life and the malady of which he is dying. 
Hie was shaking with a dumb chiil for sev- 
eral hours and spoke only with difficulty. 
Lie said: 

I was born in England and had a 
happy home and people who were well- 
to-do. [I wanted to come to America 
to make my fortune, nearly ail the 
boys in the olf country think of doing. 
So I ran away and landed in Savannah. 

I found it hard to make a living, and 

finally iearned the paint trade. I work- 

ed in Savannah for several vears. Then 

l took the fever. I was to!d it was 

malaria. For three years I have been 

getting thinner each day, and from 

once stout and fleshy man weighing 155, 

1 am reduced, me, to a liv- 

ing skeieton, weighing less than eighty. 

I don’t Know what is the matter with 

me and 1 don't believe the doctors know, 

either. I have -been dying for three 
years and now the final hour is near at 
hand. I believe I have about six days 
to live now. I have been a very good 
man and I suppose J] will go to heaven.
